Revealing some of the greatest 
power seen by the homesters this sea- 
son, Narberth buried Dan Redmond's 
team with ease before an enthusiastic ; 
crowd. Victory meant that the Davis- i 
men retained a slim half-game lead | 
over Coatesville since the latter also] 
was making mincemeat of Malvern to j 
stay in the running. , 

Davis' boys were given the meager ; 
edge over Perk Richards' aggregation i 
at a meeting of the league last week j 
when the officers ruled that all for- > 
foited games for the second-half must 
be played. Coatesville had one forfeit 
win at the expense of Brookline's first- 
half champions.. It must be played 
on September 5 along with two other 
forfeits. 

Jackson on Hill 
Johnny Jackson, who had a brief, 
sensational career on the mound for 
the Phillies, got credit for last Sun- 
day's triumph. Working in his fourth 
game, he kept his record untarnished 
in a contest where he was not pushed 
at anv time. Narberth simply went 
tc, work on three Berwyn pitchers and 
when the dust had cleared oil' the spa- 
cious playground the Davismen had 
collected a grand total of Hi base hits.

Tanny Ralston, who crashed one 
for the circuit with two aboard, was 
the big gun of the second-inning at- 
tack and Johnny Brennan poled a 
four-bagger an inning later with 
Tannv on base. Narberth scored two 
in the third, one in the fifth and three 
in the eighth. Berwyn was able to 
push single markers over in the fifth 
and final turn at the plate. 

The fans are certain to witness a 
break-nock race between the (.owners 
and Coatesville from now until the 
final games on Labor Day. One slip 
by either may be enough to put it out 
of the race.

ROADS 

The first roads to cut through primitive American 
forests were made by the Indians. Their trails 
ouce threaded the Philadelphia area in a winding 
and interlacing network. 

One of the earliest and most used trails ran from 
Conesioga, near Lancaster, up Conestoga Creek, 
across to French Creek and down that stream to 
the Schuylkill.
